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Sarvant Girls or. Slaves? 


(CONTRIQUTED) 

This much agitated question 
was the sobjeot of a small public 
meeting held here oo Saturday 
lass and though voles were taken 
at the meeting om-gertain ques- 
tions, the answera to which were 
in the negative, the main question 
cannot yet ba regarded ae settled, 

Tho first question put was, 
according to the English version, 
Is it a fact that servant girls are 
brought up for prostitution? This 
was explained ss meaning “Is it 
the practice of those who take 
auch servant girls to bring them 
up ss prostitutes? To this the 
obvious answer was, no. If ths 
question had been, Is it a fact 
that many people bring up their 
mui tsai (pei) and disposs of tham 
as prostitutes? the answer 
would have been, yes. 

The second quastion was ™ Are 
servant girls slaves.?” The answer 
to this is supposed to have deen, 
no, Tf the question had beet, 
Are mui tsai (pei) of tha same 
class a3 slavos, the anywer would 
have been, yes. a 

Ui the mui tazi are recognised 
aga pel, then there is no gettiog 
away fran the stizma of slaver: 
In dictionati-s no slaves, ant pei 
are used tosether: and no pei 
means male and female slaves, 
ci iga slave cirl, a maid servact, 
alowls or base worian, a female 
alate. : 

The no staves are slaves ip per- 
petuity, and to all generations, 
the pei are not, bot sre free when 
married. Therefore, they. are not 
the same as slavea but are of the 
same class. From what wassaid 
on Saturday, ~a7-atigma often 
atteches to these girls after mar- 
sage. re 

There are, of ccursa, many 
Chinese masters and mistresses 
who treat their pei very well in-, 
deed, both while they are in the 
bouse, apd aftertheir marriage, . 

Similsr remarks might be mada 
about questions namb rs three 
and five, - 

The fourth question was, Has 
the Chinese Government passed 
any law to abdlish the practice of 
keeping servant girls (pei)? 

The Hon. Mr. Lau Chu Pak 
went carefally and exhaustively 
into this part of the aubject, and 
stated that there never bas been 
such legislation. Possibly, even 
probably, this is true, because 
toe Chinesa Government hes 
never bad the matter forced upon 


i, thoogh there soem to have: 


been cases where restrictions 
were made. The pei were vsefal 
rand cheap servants, and why 
sbould officials suggest that the 
system of buying them sbould be! 
abolished ? They ware waak, and 
could not cambine or state their 
grievances, how was it likely 
that there shoald. be, legislation 
in theie favour? It fs stated that 
some legislation exists on the 
subject, bat it is not readily 
obtainable. | ; 

If the Republic had had an 
opportunity to do-so, it would 
ero now, have brongit in 
legislation on this savject, but, 
up to the present, ‘the Govarn- 
went of China, since the re- 
volution, has been mostly 
military, and the- Republic has 
not yet had a chance to show 
what it woold do. There is every 
reason to suppose that, as soon 
as, if ever, the Chinese ‘Hepublic 
becomes an, accomplished fact, 
the necessary legislation in 
favour of these girls will be 
enacted. Already, it. is said, 
compulsory education has begun 
in one part of the city of Canton, 
and,when owners have to educate 
theirper, they will not be so likely 
topurchase them. It was inter- 
esting to hear that some masters, 
educate their pet, and it would 
be'more interesting to know how 
long such a practice hss prevail- 
ed amongst the Chinese. 

It is ‘abundantly evident thet 
this system Tends itself to all the 
abuses that are charged against 
it, and as long as it éxists, it will 
be dificult to stop them. a 

“It bas been @ugzested that-a 
Society ‘for the protection of nei 
anised in the Colony, 
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practico thirty yerrs age, and 
teturned all his pei to their 
families ag he coula not bear 
the thouzht of broaking up 
family life, and on that account 
ha is opposed to the practice. 
He seems however to hava voted 
in the negative. 


‘Is has been suggested that 
if the Practica were stopped, it 
would be necessary to put away 
all the pet in Hongkong amount- 
ing to several thansands, exact 
figures are not known. It does not 
seem that this would be a neces- 
sity. Legislation might be made for 
tho fatare,. the practica might be 
stopped, and no one should be 
allowed to bring ped into the 
Colony. These at present in the 
ownership of people might be! 
dealt with individually, or the 
basis of helding the present pi 
raight be changed. There would be 
no nerd to dislocate so many 
bonse-holds,and throw so many 
ebildren on to tha strests at once. 


All pei in the Colony should be 
registered, and in any casa 
where if was proved that there 
had been eruslty or malpractice. 
tho children might be inapacted 
at Tecular intervals, perhaps at 
the expense of tha offendar. 

It has been said that this would 
iaterfers with the Chinese 
custom of securing houshold 
sotvanis, but a9 suggested 
above this mizht be sett'ed 
by adjustment. No donb: 
the servant problem. is a 
diMiecte ore, but as 
regards thesa girls, it is mainly 
the wealthy and the ‘well to do 
who get them aod the financial 
aspect of the question would nat 
affect them very seriously. If 
however new conditions meant a 
constant cbanga of servants, it 
would be a great ‘inconweniénéd 
bat the Chinese are very clever at 
makiog arrangements to sottle 
such problems, and would no 
doubt soon fird methods of secur- 
tng the servants they needed. 

Meanwhile the fact that so 
many girla.are bought and sold, 
and that their labour is so cheap, 
and perhapa sven profitable to 
their owners and employers, is 
bad from an economic point of 
view. To tho individual it is, of 
course, economies|, bat it is bad 
economics and has a strong bear. 
ing on the whole problem of waxes 
and social life. Wages are 
reduced by corspetition through 
child labour, to helow living 
point, and men cannot support 
their families, .and so worse 
economic conditions are produced. 
Men cannot support their femilies, 
and therefore sell their childrem, 
and the ricious circle contiques. 

It is not as atule, philanthropy 
that isthe basis of the purchase 
of these girls, at the best it is 
generally commercial advantage. 
Philanthropy would accept tham 
ou other lines, and help them to 
better conditions: There is too 
much fof the eppeararce of “the 
pound of flesh” about this problem 
for it to pass permanently under 
the name. of philanthropy.” — 

The temptations of a men are 
great, but with s number of young 
girls in his house, who aro in his 
power, they must be greater still, 
and the controling factor of the. 
fear of the wife is not always 
sufficient to keep him from 
malpractice, and what can the 
girl doin such a case. 

The time seems to be ripe when 
we should “save tho children”. 
In connection with the Iate 
famine in the North, Chinese 
cfficials are reported to 
have said “there are too man 
people in Ching, the loss of a fow 
million will eave more room for 
those who remain.” Cuildreo at 
bome are giving money for. the 
“save the children .movement,” 
which: is not confined to one 
country or continent: | This 
movemunt will. spread, and 
children will bo saved not only 
from starvetion, but from exces- 
sive drudgery, and oppreysion, 
and even perbaps from vice. This 


Colony hastoomany child workers, |.

CHINA’S POSITION. 


It isa little diticult to see what\ the outcome of the 
present disturbances in Ceutral China will be though it is 
~easy enough to see the cause—the lack of vontrol by the 
Peking Government. Taking a general survey of China as 
she finds herself to-day one is presented with a picture of 
many conilicting interests and of a struggle. seemingly 
hopeless..by those in power in the northern capital to keep 
some semblance of a grip on things. “Phe Government at 
Peking is all but a Government in name only and it is 
abundantly evident that China is on the eve of some great 
radical change in her administration. 
_ _ In Peking itself there is dissension. One war lord has 
taken a big picking out of the Treasury and is supposed to 
be leading an expedition against Urga. though there has 
not been tnuch inspiring news from nim lately. Another 
war lord returned to bis province after the recent confer- 
ence and found that amutiny had broken out among his 
troops, involving not only himself but his country as regards 
the interests of foreign Powers. Wang is still in a serious 
position. We. find.that anether war lord is suffictently 
warlike to say that he will only take action against the 
southerners if he deems tt necessary. Su far as governing 
the country is concerned the President. the Premier and the 
whole Cabinet are absolutely helpless. or pretty nearly so. 
The struggle in the south between Kwanyst and Kwangtung 
in which the latter won. has led sume of the other 
provinces, who have been dissatisfied with Peking for a 
long time. to come right .out in active opposition. 
Szechuen is now said to have ranyved herself on the side 

of Hunam in the attack against lLupeh—the home of War 
Lord Wang. The Cantonese are striving all they know 
how to bring about the close confederation of the south- 
westery’) provinces. aud’ President Sun Yat-sen is 
dreaming of a concerted attack by the south. on the 
north. In fact there is a definite. move in that direction. 
Look where one willand there is be found little else but 
disorganisation. To whatisit alileading? Does the south 
and the other «discontented provinces think they can 
militarily force the Peking party vut of power! If such 
is their aim China will be the scene of a long and bitter 
struggle. Is the northern party content to carry um in its 
almost bankrupt state, hoping that the southern trouble 
will settle itself? Would Central China be content to 
settle under the Cantonese (presuming they gained power) 
or would it want a Government of its own? Are the 
foreign Powers content to watch all this division and sub- 
division without taking any-sleps to protect their financial 
interests? All these questions are pertinent to the position 
to-day, and make the study of contemporary Chinese 
history one of absorbing interest. 7 

It may just be that Peking represents the old-fashioned 
in Chinese thought and politics and that it has failed to 
keep its grip on things because it has failed to progress 
with them. The more forward spirits seem to have come 


‘out to demand a better control; the danger is that}, 


in the upheaval they will-lose sight of the original aim, 
It is a little ironical—it is certainly sad—that just at a 
time when the powerful nations of the world are preparing 
to sit in conference to discuss Far Eastern problems Ching 
‘should present such a sorry picture. It makes her 
participation in that conference of much less weight than 
it should be, and it renders her position in relation to dis- 
armament p little Indicrous. The events of the coming 
days will be watched with the closest interest for they are

In 
the South African War, howevr, 
a British soldier survived a 
bullet through the heart, and a 
similar case, or cases, occcrred 
in the great war, the medical 
history of which will certainly 
constitute ona of the not least re- 
markable chapters of that 
world event. In regard to the 
vertebral column, instances have 
occurred during the last twenty 
years, one such only the other 
day, of men surviving a broken 
neck for avconsiderable period. 
The case of Carrigar. who, in the 
words of the repart, “died twice,” 
presents perhaps still more extra- 
ordinary features. He was taken 


-[to hospital with a broken thigh, 


and onder an anaesthetic his 
haart failed. Carrigan, to whom 
the last rites had been administer- 
ed, was dead acconing to all the 
medical tests. ‘The doctors, how- 
ever, made an incision, and when 
the heart was accessible massage 
was applied. The patient return- 
ed to life, and the operation was 
completed. Some startling exam- 
ples of resuscitation by artificial 
respiration have been known, but 


in this case, apparently, the heart! 


had ceased to beat. The patient 
showed signs of recovery after 
tke operation, but some hours 
later @ relapse occurred, and this 
time the heart did not respond to 
massage. It is reported that the 
surgeonsin attendance assert that 
eventually heart-massage will be 
80 perfected as permanentiv to 
recall patients to life if they 
expire during an operation 
owing to that organ’s lack of 
strenzth. If this can be reatised, 
the achievement will rival, if not 
eclipse, even Lister's great 
discovery.
